There are 
those who recall Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen’s fairy story about 
the king and his wonderful gar- 
ments and the little girl who 
protested, saying, “‘But the king 
hasn’t anything on.”’ There is all 
of this, but the popular state 
of mind still seems to prefer 
slogans of great piety and pom- 
posity to listening to any discus- 
sion of troublesome issues. 

A country can be nibbled to 
death as surely as it can be de- 
feated in a war, but the nibbling 
doesn’t hurt as much. 

The Democratic national com- 
mittee met and while there was 
no great optimism, and not much 
money, there was no defeatism. 
There still is a feeling that 
American public opinion, which 
changes abruptly and often 
violently, may do just that be- 
fore next autumn. 

“It is always a political error 
to project today into infinity,” 
said one of the hopeful Demo- 
cratic committeemen.

morial from the church’s many 
annual conferences will be up for 
action. 


The largest number of these 
petitions or resolutions, as they 
may be called, deal with whether 
or not to give women full clergy 
right. More than 100 bear upon 
the segregation problem-ewheth- 
er to abolish, alter or continue 
the church’s Central Jurisdiction, 
composed of 360,000 Negro mem- 
bers. 


Memorials from both the North 
Georgia and the South Georgia 
conferences urge continuation of 
this separate jurisdiction for 
Negroes. The North Georgia res- 
olution, adopted last June 23 at 
Athens, praises the church’s 
jurisdictional plan as making pos- 
sible unification of American 
Methodism in 1939. 


It adds these words of caution:

The alderman’s letter was writ- 
ten following his attendance at a 
recent meeting in which 13 At- 
lanta organizations endorsed and 
pledged to support a Central At- 
lanta Plan for the further devel- 
opment of downtown areas. 

“I was impressed,’’ Douglas 
said, ‘‘with the fact that the plan 
had been approved by 13 major 
organizations and that this ap- 
proval carried with it pledges of 
support in implementing the plan. 

*‘However, I am disturbed,” he 
added, ‘“‘at the apparent indiffer- 
ence of our business and civic 
leadership toward a most useful 
tool now available to implement 
many important phases of the 
plan. 

“I refer- to urban redevelop- 
ment. In cities where the com- 
munity leadership has demanded 
action on urban redevelopment, 
there is action. Downtown and 
contiguous areas are getting a 
face-lifting. Spread of blight is 
being halted. New land values 
are being created and increased 
tax revenues made available for 
the needs of these growing com- 
munities. 

“We can little

progress in urban redevelopment 


in Atlanta until the aggressive 
interest of Atlanta’s leadership is 
aroused. When the decision is 
made that big plans for a big city 
require work and action by At- 
lanta’s leaders, urban redevelop- 
ment can do much to make the 
Central Atlanta Plan a reality.”

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Battle Lines Drawn 
For Fall Campaign 


Events of the weekend reminded the 
American people that in November they 
will go to the polls again, chose a new 
Congress and elect a President of the 
United States. 

In major addresses Saturday night, 
President Eisenhower ahd Adlai Steven- 
son gave the country rather clear indica- 
tions of the direction the coming campaign 
will take. 

On the surface, the President's report 
to the nation’s editors was nonpolitical. 
But it did give. the pitch of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s bid for re-eleetion—peace and 
prosperity and continued economic ex- 
pansion. 


Mr. Stevenson, of course, pointed out 
the vulnerable spots in the GOP armor 
and there are many. The task of the 
Democrats is to convince the nation that 
peace and prosperity have a better chance 
of being maintained under their leader- 
ship. 

First there is the farm igsue. The 
President’s veto of the farm bill and the 
continued decline of the farmer’s relative 
position in the national economy can be 
a decisive factor in many congressional 
districts. GOP treatment of the farmer 
in relation to its favoritism to big business 
interests and numerous giveaway pro- 
grams will provide material for many 
speeches and bait for many votes. 

In foreign policy the GOP has been 
slow, and cumbersome. It has failed to 
react to the changing Soviet tactics and 
persists in following lines that have 
served their day. 

While Mr. Dulles has admitted that 
the system of alliances and armed readi- 
ness adopted under the Democrats has 
been successful and has: contained com- 
munism’s expansion by military means, 
he has failed to see that the new “co- 
existence” line is merely a coverup for 
economic warfare and infiltration of the 
free world. Their military expansion 
checked, the Communists have adopted a 
new method. 

In this changed atmosphere in which 
the Reds are peddling imperialism under 
the guise of pé@ace and friendship, our 
own government is impressing the world 
as egotistic, arrogant, unconcerned about 
others’ economic welfare, a supporter of 
colonialism and recklessly militaristic. In 
other words, we have fallen-into a Soviet 
trap and our former friends are ques- 
tioning our leadership. 

There will be other domestic issues 
such as tax policies, conservation and 
development of water and power re- 
sources and public welfare. 

The GOP is vulnerable. If the Demo- 
crats can compose their differences, they 
will have a good chance of winning this 
year's elections—even the White House.

Armed Forces Attrition 


Is °( ostly Extravagance’ 


President Eisenhower's request for a 
six-point legislative program to make the 
military more attractive as a carter is 
definitely wise. It is also in line with 
economy objectives. 

In fact, Secretary of Defense Wilson 
s@ys “the loss of trained personnel con- 
tinues to be the most.extravagantly ex- 
pensive and disruptive obstacle to the 
strengthening of our armed forces today.” 

The nation has neglected far too long 
@ program which would enable the armed 
forces to build an effective career mili- 
tary service, We have acted as though the 
situation making it necessary to maintain 
strong armed forces would disappear. 
But it hasn’t disappeared and there’s no 
likelihood that it will in the foreseeable 
future. 

Meanwhile, the country annually is 
footing the bill for training replacements 
for those who serve their time and then 
seek better employment in civilian life. 
Since so many members of the services 


t 


today must be trained specialists—es- 
pecially in the Air Force—this is an ex- 
pensive item. 

There has been a constant effort on 
the part of the non-military to whittle 
away at the fringe benefits which were 
designed to compensate for lower salaries 
and the insecurity of military life in gen- 
eral. These included tax exemptions at 
post exchanges, medical care for depend- 
ents, pension and insurance privileges, 
job security, promotions and_ similar 
items. 


Another factor has been the deliberate 
effort by civilians around military in- 
stallations to profiteer at the expense of 
the armed forces in housing and to gouge 
all that the traffic will bear in all other 
necessities. To overcome this, the military 
must find some way to take care of its 
own. 

In both the regular and reserve estab- 
lishments it is almost impossible, too, to 
maintain interest and morale in the face 
of programs which change constantly. 
There is no security for the individual in 
the streams of directives from Congress 
and the armed forces which constantly 
change his status. The reserve forces es- 
pecially do not know what to expect from 
one year to the next. 


It has beer, as the President and Mr. 
Wilson say, a wasteful, expensive process. 
In building a career service, the needs of 
the individual are of prime importance. 
Armies are made up of individuals and in 
a free society the individual is going to 
seek opportunity and security for himself 
and his family.

Helicopters May Make 
Cities More Habitable 


A helicopter landing strip, big enough 
to handle light planes, is in the expansion 
plans of the Army’s big Atlanta General 
Depot. 

The strip, or heliport, or whatever it 
may be called, will facilitate the handling 
of supplies by the depot and easily could 
be the beginning of a local trend. 


The helicopter is here to stay for all 
sorts of specialized uses such as short 
flights and landing and taking off in areas 
where there is not much space. Price and 
cost of operation, however, keep helicop~- 
tering out of the range of the average man 
and the mass transport field. 


That this is true does not mean that 
it always will remain true..In fact, the 
reverse is likely. 


Further development and populariza- 
tion of helicopters might mean a simple 
solution to the metropolitan area’s traf- 
fic problems, the transit company’s woes, 
and civic overcrowding. 


Helicopter service between suburbs 
and downtown will be the pleasantest 
means of commuting ever devised if it 
becomes a reality. Time will be telescoped, 
parking problems eased and expressways 
made safe for the ordinary driver. Mass 
transit by air certainly should be prac- 
tical in time. 

It is too early for the transit company 
to start qualifying its drivers as pilots, 
but not too early for city planners to 
speculate on the possibilities implicit in 
the idea.

Sen. George Keeps Fighting 


To Broaden Social Security 


In the Valdosta Daily Times 


There are several proposals before the Congress‘to do something 
about correcting certain inequities in the social security program. 
That these inequities exist is readily apparent to anyone who has 
given thought to the present provisions of the law and there is good 
reason why they should be adjusted. 


Sen. Walter F. George has taken 
a leading part in proposing 
changes that would make social 
security more beneficial to many 
people. 

He proposed lowering the age of 
women eligible for social security 
from 65 to 62. This seemed a wor- 
thy objective but he did not ‘get 
favorable action on his suggestion. 

Sen. George has now. introduced 
an amendment to the social secur- 
ity law to provide for benefits for 
disabled children aged 18 and over 
when the parent retires or diés. 

Sen. George’s amendment would 
take care of mentally deficient 
children or children who might for 
other reasons be just as dependent 
on their parents after reaching 18 
as they were before. In speaking 
for this amendment, Sen. George 
said, ‘‘We are all familiar with the 
situation faced by people who have 
the care of a child who never 
grows up, because of a mental de- 
ficiency, or who requires constant 
care throughout his entire life. 
Fortunately most of us do not have 
the care of such a child, but we 
are all aware of the heartaches 
the parents of such a child must 
endure. Their suffering is the more 
acute because they are constantly 
concerned about what will happen 
to the child when they can no long- 
er care for him or when the fa- 
ther’s income is cut off by retire- 
ment.” 

Few people can take issue with 
Sen. George in his effort to pro- 
vide for these unfortunate children. 
As he has pointed out there are not 
many such cases, but where they 


do exist they are areal problem to 
their parents or others. It would 
be comparatively inexpensive to 


the social security program to add . 


these unfortunates to the roll of 
those entitled to benefits under the 
law. 

When the social security ‘pro- 
gram was first proposed there 
were many who opposed it and 
who charged that it was socialistic 
and foreign to our American way 
of life. However, most of the oppo- 
Sition has vanished and the feeling 
now is that the program should be 
broadened in some respects rather 
than being lessened. 

A measure of security for all the 
people is a worthy objective which 
Should command the support of 
every right-thinking person,

Press Has a Stake 
In the Hellman Case 


WASHINGTON—Federal District Judge Wil- 
liam D. Murray of Butte, Mont. 
taken a gratuitous sideswipe at the Federal Bu- 


, has recently 


reau of Investigation on the grounds that it announced the arrest and 


the reasons for the arrest of John Cyril Hellman. 


Hellman was ar- 


rested on a federal warrant issued in Great Falls, Mont., April 4, 
charged with violation of the Smith Act. 


This act makes it illegal to be a 
member of the Communist Party 
knowing its aim to be the over- 
throw of the government by force 
and violence. I say this was a 
gratuitous sideswipe because the 
propriety of the news release was 
not before Judge Murray's court 
for decision. 

Now that several hundred of the 
country’s leading newspaper edi- 
tors are here in Washington this 
week, attending the annual meet- 
ings of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors, this would be 
a good time to try to see whether 
Judge Murray’s contentions are 
sound public policy. At stake is 
more than the functioning of the 
courts; at stake also is the func- 
tioning of a free press and the 
right of the public to know. 

The facts in the case are these: 

Hellman was arrested at 7:04 
a.m. in Butte and the announce- 
gnent of his arrest including the 
reasons was handed to news agen- 
cies in Washington eight minutes 
later. Both the indictment and war- 
rant cited Hellman for membership 
in the Communist Party. 

What Judge Murray complained 
about, when a motion to reduce 
Hellman’s bail came before his 
court, is that the Justice depart- 
ment issued a four-paragraph 
statement of the circumstahces 
which led the-department to au- 
thorize the FBI to make the arrest.

Naturally the circumstances in- 
cluded Hellman’s activities as a 
Communist Party organizer and 
advocate.

The fact is that the character of 
the announcement of Hellman’s ar- 
rest, including enough of the FBI 
record to show why Hellman was 
charged with violating the Smith 
Act, followed the established policy 
of the Department of Justice.

The alternative to promptly an- 
nounced arrest and prompt ar- 
raignment is secret arrest and de- 
layed arraignment. It seems to me 
that the whole judicial process 
ought to be kept continuously open. 
If the FBI ever goes secretive, 
then we would be in danger. Dis- 
closure is protection to the in- 
nocent.,

We have learned, of course, 
that President Eisenhower, who 
has no competition, is still a con- 
siderable vote-getter. He has re-

It looked like a mistake after

Sen. Kefauver won surprisingly 
and overwhelmingly. 

But a slate of leading citizens 
was entered on Stevenson’s be- 
half in New Hampshire, though 
he himself did not enter or cam- 
paign there. The Tennessee. sen- 
ator got every delegate. Nor did 
Stevenson enter in Wisconsin, but 
Sen. Kefauver polled heavily 
there in farm sections and ran 
three to four with President Ei- 
senhower, so Wisconsin booste 
his stock some more. ' 

Consequently, even Stevenson's 
stanchest supporters were down 
in the dumps until their cham- 
pion came back strong in his 
own state to pile up an impres- 
sive vote in Illinois. 

The Kefauver write-in move- 
ment in Illinois fizzled. The Ste- 
venson camp felt better still this 
week when his Tennessee oppo- 
nent limped out of the New Jer- 
sey primary with only half a con- 
vention vote while Gov. Bob Mey- 
ner copped the rest.

‘ A number of county tax collec- 
tors don’t want to continue selling 
plates, State Revenue Commis- 
sioner T. V. Williams said.

‘they sold about 12,000 tags in 
the first three months and made 
about $3,000. They will sell only 
about 1,200 more the rest of the 


year and be working nine months 
for $300.”’

Williams said some of the) 
agents asking to resign as auto) 
license agents have been per-| 
suaded to remain. He said he is) 
authorized under the 1955 law to) 
appoint county officials as tag 
agents and is confident he could 
make suitable arrangements if | 
the tax collectors insist on quit. | 
ting.
